28, 2008: 

REMARKS 

An Examiner's Interview Summary Record (PTO-413) was mailed on February 29, 2008. 
A telephonic interview was conducted on January 28, 2008 between the Applicant's undersigned 
representative and Examiner Fayyaz Alam. In the Interview Summary, the Examiner stated: 
"Applicant argued claim 15 that two refractive conversion lens are able to slide upon one another 
and that Fukuda does not disclose such a feature." The Applicant respectfully submits that this is 
an inaccurate statement of the Applicant's position as explained by the Applicant's undersigned 
representative during the telephonic interview. 
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As discussed in the Amendment filed on February 6, 2008, Fukuda does not teach or 
suggest first and second refractive conversion lenses that are exchangeable by a sliding 
operation, as recited in claim 15. However, the Examiner interpreted the Applicant's remarks as 
arguing that the claimed first and second refractive conversion lenses can slide upon each other . 
Applicant respectfully submits that during the sliding operation, the first refractive conversion 
lens is replaced by the second refractive conversion lens. The first and second refractive 
conversion lenses do not slide upon each other, as suggested by the Examiner. 

It is respectfully submitted that the instant STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF
